ABOUT  PERENNIALS 


THE  GAILLARDlA  is  among  the  showiest  and 
most  effective  hardy  perennial  plants  and  should 
find  a  place  in  every  hardy  border.  They  thrive 
in  almost  any  position  in  any  garden  soil,  require 
little  or  no  protection  and  take  care  of  themselves. 
If  sown  early  they  begin  flowering  in  July,  con- 
tinuing  in  mass  bloom  until  frost;  fine  for  cutting; 
height  2  to  2/z  feet. 

COREOPSIS— This  is  one  of  the  finest  hardy 
plants,  with  large  showy,  bright  yellow  flowers, 
produced  in  great  abundance  from  June  till  frost. 
As  a  cut  flower  it  stands  near  the  head  of  the  list 
having  long  stems  and  lasting  in  good  condition  a 
week  or  more.  Flowers  the  first  year  growing  as 
high  as  30  inches. 

FOXGLOVE  OR  DIGITALIS  —  Handsome  and 
highly  ornamental  plants  of  stately  growth,  suc¬ 
ceeding  under  almost  all  conditions,  and  with  but 
little  attention  will  give  a  wealth  of  "flowers  during 
June  and  July.  They  are  now  used  extensively  with 
good  effect  for  naturalizing  in  shrubberies,  the  edge 
of  woods  and  other  half  shady  places.  Growth  to 
3  and  5  feet.  Flower  first  year. 

DELPHINIUM  —  One  of  the  most  marvelous 
flowers  of  the  garden.  Blossoms  of  rich  blue  closely 
clustered  to  a  graceful  spike.  They  require  little 
attention ;  in  fact  one  is  rarely  disappointed  with  the 
results  obtained  even  when  somewhat  neglected 
This  flower  is  used  most  artistically  with  other 
flowers,  chiefly  Gladioli. 

SHASTA  DAISIES— A  splendid  hardy  perennial 
with  flowers  rarely  less  than  5  inches  across,  of 
purest  glistening  white,  with  broad  overlapping 
petals,  and  borne  on  strong  stems,  a  beautiful  cut 
flower,  remaining  in  good  condition  a  week  or  more. 

COLUMBINE  are  among  the  most  beautiful  of 
hardy  plants.  They  produce  long,  graceful  spurred 
flowers  on  stems  rising  two  feet  or  more  above  the 
beautiful  divided  foliage.  They  are  marvelous 
flowers  and  most  beautiful  when  interspersed  among 
other  flowers  in  bouquet  They  are  easily  main¬ 
tained  and  require  little  or  no  special  culture  They 
should  be  grown  in  great  quantity 
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
